REMARKS 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication of allowable subject matter 
in claims 27-28. 

Claims 1-9, 19-25, 28, and 31-46 remain pending in the application. Claims 
10-18, 26-27, and 29-30 have been cancelled without prejudice to their underlying 
subject matter. Applicants serve the right to pursue such subject matter in this or any 
other application. 

Claim 4 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 1 12 for lack of antecedent basis. 
Applicants have amended claim 4 to depend from claim 3, which supplies antecedent 
basis for the "harmonic separator" limitations. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-2, 5-9, and 19-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being 
anticipated by Samek. Applicants have amended these claims to include the subject 
matter of claim 27, which was indicated by the examiner to define patentable subject 
matter. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection us respectfully requested. 

Claims 3-4, stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being obvious over the 
combination of Samek and Singh. Claims 3-4 depend from claim 1, which has been 
amended to recite the patentable subject matter of claim 27. Accordingly, claims 3-4 
recite patentable subject matter for at least this reason. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
